It is known that the $2,000,000 
loan which was announced as taken up, has 
only been partially floated, and that Claus 
Spreckels has succeeded in getting posses- 
sion of the greater portion of what has been 
placed tothe credit of the Hawaiian Gov- 
ernment on accountof it. The King was 
anxious for the Queen to make the trip so 
that he might be represented by his queen 
at the great jubilee in London of Queen 
Victoria, but when the expense was figured 
up it was found that there was not enough 
money in the royal exchequer to provide for 
the necessary expenses. The probabilities 
are, therefore, that both San Francisco so- 
ciety and Queen Victoria will be deprived 
of the pleasure of seeing Queen Kapioloni. 

SPRECKELS’S SHARP GAME. 

The same letter states that the Minister at 

Honolulu received advices from the Bank
